PARIS 1920 FLOODS 


PROVEJ1SASTRDUS

Paris (By Mail).—The Hoods 
of 


1920 were a disaster almost equal to 
those 
of 
1910 
for 
the 
riverside 
suburbs of Jfaris. 
Houses on the 


banks Nof the Seine and

middle of -walled -gardens and 
the 
sudden rise of 15.feet had the effect 
of Imprisoning the occupants .for a 
week. 
Ordinary rowboats could not 
pass through tho giu-den gates,

some beleaguered householders wens 
provisioned by canoes, but in many 
instances the current was too strong 
for these frail craft. The household- 
ers were hulf starved and were only 
relieved by the subsidence of th^i 
v.-aters.
